every Man make his Obfervations for him-

What I draw from this Affair, lies this 
_ Way; the gathering Forces, the Remain- 
- jng in the Bowels of the Empire with his 
Army, the Eafinefs between the Saxons and 
_ the Swede from the moft imbittered and ex- 
 afperated Aaimofities, the Nakednefs of the 
_ Empire, the Marching of the Duke of Ba- 
_ aria, and the other concurring Circum- 
_ ftances on that fide the World, cannot but 
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fill the Expe€ations of confidering People, 
with fomething more than common. 

Thofe Clouds muft have fome Thunder 
in them, and the gathering Storm muf 
break fomewhere ; the King of Sweden has 
for fome Years amus’d the World with his 
Meafures, and aéted in feveral things, ® 
Politically as Powerfully ; this is not the 
firt Step which has given Uneafinefs to 
Europe from that Side. 

If he neither incerefts himfelf on the Party 
of France, Hungaria, nor Bavaria, J fee no- 
thing we have to fear from him 3 but if that 
was fecure, I can fee no Reafon, why his 
Army fhould lie there, why he does not de- 
camp, and march into Poland again, or bame- 
wards. 

There muft be fomething more in it,than 
yet difcovers it felf; and to me it feems 
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provable tobe in’ Behalf of the Duke ot Ba- 


varia, in whofe Exile and Deprivation fome 
of the Princes of the Empire feem willin 
to concern themfelves, at Jeaft they obje 
againft the fevere Method, which has been 
taken with him—If thisbe the Faét, Icon. 
fets, the Execution is eafie,and not tobe op- 
pos'd, uolefs che Emperor recall his Troops 
out af Jsaly for that Work, and what the 
Confequence of that will be, any one may 
difcover. 

Ecould with now, in the Profpeé of thefe 
Affairs, the Duke of Bavaria had been Ma- 


fer of the fame Difcretion, as the Duke of © 


Saxony his Neighbour,has been 5 who knew, 
when it was time to throw upa loftGame,and 
comply’d with theNeceffity of hisA ffairs;that 
liften’d to the Cries of his Subje@s,and fav’d 


~ them from Deftruétion,by timely.complyin 


with the Enemy, he eould not refift: Ha 
he done this, the Danger of Europe had long 
fince been over on that fide, and France had 
receiv’d a greater Blow by it, than at the 
Battle at Blenbeim. 
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And now methinks, there could ni 


fitraéted, ifhe refuted. 


Such a Stroke as that, Aruck juftnow ar 


the Beginning of this new Campaign, would 
bea fecénd Ramellies, and crown the War 
with fuch an Affurance of Succefs, that hard- 
ly the Swede himfelf could turn the Scale a- 
gainft us. 7 

Norcan I think the Szvarian could be fo 
weak a Prince to rejeét an Offer fo generous, 
if made to him the right Way ; ifhe did, he 
fhould pafs for all the World for one of thofe 
mad Men, who are paft Hopes, and be 
turn’d among the incurable of the World, 
of whom it istobefaid, they can be never 
brought to be good for any thing to others, 
a te themfelves neither: But of this here- 
aiter.

Foreign Trade encourag’d the Manu- 
faétures at firft, and the Merchants in Queen 
Elizabesb’s Time launchiag oat into great 
Exportactions, the Demand for Goods en- 
creafed, aod encousag’d their making in 
England, 

But every Kind of Manufadture was not 
made in every Place in the Kingdom 
The Natuse of the feveral Counties, the 
Wool, the Manner of working, and Way 
of Living, varied ; and accordingly varied 
the Produce. 


Again, feveral of our Manufaétures were 
introduced by the Concourfe of Refugee 
Strangers, who fled for their Religion, and 
were entertain’d at that time by the Queen ; 
and as the low Countries were then the Seat 
of Induftry, and the Head of all the Manu- 
fa€tures in thofe Parts of Europe, efpecially 
having our Wool, the Staple of which was 
at Antwerp; {uv in RefpeA to what Part of 
the Country they came from, and what Part 
they came to, they fertled in the refpeétive 
Places, the feveral Manufaétures they were 
bred to, 

Thus the Dutch, that fled to Yarmouth and 
Norwich, fell to making Stuffs and Stock- 
ings, as they had done before at Herlem 
thofe that landed at Ipfwich and Harwich 
pread themlelves to Sudbury, Bochin, Mels- 


ford, Braintree and Colcbefter, and fet all

The like was praétifed in other Parts, as 
the Serges at Exefter, Linly-Woolfies at 
idderminfter, knit Capsat Monmouth, now 
at Beamdly, the Cotton Wares in Lénca- 
fire courfe Cloths in Yorkfhire, and the 
ike. 
Now as unic Manufaétores encreafed, 
and the People grew wealthy, fo Trade 
encowrag’d them co ftay at home, and not 


_ feek defperate Adventures in remote Coun- 


_— tries, and they became prodigioufly nume- 
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rous3 and not fo only, but where thefe Ma- 
nufactures(ettled, there the Crowds of poor 
People follow’d, to reap the Behefit of con- 
ftant Employ. 

Thus Towns grew up, Countries grew 
populous, and Trade brought People ; fo 
People brought Trade, the Confluence of 
Inhabitants made great Markets, and en- 
crealed the Confumption of Provifions, and 
that in courfe employ’d the Lands, enrich- 
ed the Farmers, and raifed the Value of 
Lands, and chat rais’d the Gentry- 

The Riches of the Gentry and of the 
Farmers encreafed Trade again, and this 
‘filled the Country Towns with fibftantial 
Shop-keepers, to fupply Houfhold Stuff, 
Apparel, Grocery and Merceiy for common 
Ules and thus Trade begot Trade bya na- 
tural Circulation. 

As the Manufa@ures were thus intenfly 
apply’d co in the feveral Parts of the King- 
dom, fo the great Center, Staple, Empo- 
rium, or call it what you will, for the Vent 
of thefe Goods, was the City of London. 

Hither every Sort of Goods wasfent, and 
bere Merchants, Faétors and Wholefaleemen 
‘taking them off in vaft Quantities, fupply’d 

_all the Markets in the World - And not 
only that, but by a happy home Circula- 
jation, the feveral Parts of Englend apply- 
ing, as before, intenfly to the proper Manv- 
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ple among themfelves always fupply'd their 
other Occafions, with the Manufaétnres of 
the refpective Counties from London. 


Thus, if Norwich makes Stuffs and Stock- _ 


ings, they bought what broad Cloth, Ser- 
ges, Cotton Ware, ec. from London; if 
Yorkfhire, or Wilsfbire, or Gloucefterfhire made 
Cloth, they buy their Stockings, Stuffs, &c. 
from London, and fo of the reff And 
every Town fends up their proper Work to 
London, 

This is what I.call the Circulation of 
Trade, and on this, many thonfands of . Fa- 
milies fublift, Horfes and Lands empley’d, 
and Trades fet to Work, 

This is the thing, I fay, the projeéted Set- 
clement of the Poor by employing them. in 
every refpective Parih, will deftroy ; for if 
every Town orParith thal (et to work tomake 
every Sort of Goods chey fhall ufe, where 
will be the Circulation 2? What need will 
there be to carry from Town to Town, 
from the Country to the City; and. abour 
into the Country again, all this will be at 
an End ? The Carriers muft lay down, the 
Horfes be fold, the [an-keepers thut up, the 
Lands be unemploy’d, and innumerable Ea- 
milies be left to feek new Fortunes in the 
World. 

This is the Foundation of this Difcourfe 
from a juft Apprehenfion of the Mifchief, 
all levelling Defigns upon our Manufa@tures 
muff procure in the Nation. 

I know, it will be anfwer’d, the roor mutt 
not be ftarv’d, Employment for them is the 
only Charity, and what muft be elfe done 
with them ? To this Ianfwer; 1 allow, the 
Poor muft be employ’d, and fetting them to 
Work is the beft Charity Aad as 
I have formerly publifh'd a Book on this 
Subje&, Entitled, Giving Alms wo Charity, 
Se. to which I refer, I need fay the lefs to 
this Head: But as.the Occafionis renew'd, 
tho’ that Book be afleep, I crave leave to 
repeat fome Part of what.I then publifh’d, 
asd to go on with this Subje& in my 
next.
